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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-5, and 10-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Shiotsuki et al. (5,450,473). 

Regarding claims 1-3, Shiotsuki discloses a method and arrangement of 
effectively reducing signal strength measurement for handoff in cellular mobile 
communications system comprising: 

establishing a predetermined connection authentication between the first wireless 
device and the second wireless device (see fig.1, elements 10, M1, M2, fig.3, element 
20, fig.5, step 60 and its description) 

measuring signal strength of the first device (see fig.1, element 22 and its 
description); 

comparing the signal strength to a predetermined signal strength threshold value 
(see fig.5, step 66, 68, col. 4, line 54-61 and its description); 

measuring signal rate change of the first device (see fig.5, step 62 and its 
description); 

comparing the signal rate change to a predetermined signal rate change 
threshold value (see fig.5, step 64, col.4, line 43-53 and its description); 
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connecting the first device to the second device if the predetermined connection 
authentication, signal strength threshold value, and signal rate change value are met 
(see abstract, fig.1 and its description). 

Regarding claims 4-5, 10, 12-14 predetermined threshold and rate is a 
predetermined value therefore it is inherent the that the predetermined value must be 
store in a memory.

3. Claims 6-9, 15-1 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
